Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Regarding claim 4, claim is allowable over prior art of record because the cited 
references cannot teach or suggest a UTRAN transmitter in a mobile communication 
having at least four antennas comprising components as set forth in the application 
claim. 

5. Regarding claim 14, claim is allowable over prior art of record because the 
cited references cannot teach or suggest a data transmission method in a UTRAN 
transmitter for a mobile communication having at least four antennas comprising the 
steps as set forth in the application claim. 

6. Regarding claim 23, claim is allowable over prior art of record because the 
cited references cannot teach or suggest a UE receiver in a mobile communication 
wherein the UE receiver receives signals transmitted from a UTRAN transmitter 
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supporting a transmit diversity technique having at least four antennas comprising 
components as set forth in the application claim. 

7. Regarding claim 30, claim is allowable over prior art of record because the 
cited references cannot teach or suggest a data transmission method in a UE receiver 
for a mobile communication, wherein the UE receiver receives signals transmitted from 
a UTRAN transmitter supporting a transmit diversity technique having at least four 
antennas comprising the steps as set forth in the application claim.
